WORK OF THE BLUE 
CROSS IN DUBLIN. 


LARGER PREMISES 
NEEDED. 


" There was a large attendance at the first 
annual mu of the Irish Blue Cross 
Association, held yesterday at 5 Leinster 
street, Dublin. 
Miss P. Hoey, Secretary, reported sub- 
stantial progress in connection with the Irish 
People’s Dispensary for Sick Animals of the 
Poor, which was opened on the 20th July, 
1926, for the free medical and surgical trout- 
ment of the sick animals of the poor. It was 
the first institution of its kind established in 
the Irish Free State, and has proved a boon, 
not only in the City and County of Dublin, 
but to ian outside. On excursion days 
animals have been brought up from surround- 
ng districts, and requests for advice had 
come from places as far apart as the Arran 
Isles, Waterford, Monaghan, Down, Mayo, 
Meath, Tipperary, Kerry and Kilkenny. One 
working man jn London wrote for advice 
about iS dog. 
THE PATIENTS. 
The number of cases treated since the 
dispensary opened, apart from advice given, 
was 4,695. Every kind of animal was 
brought in, including horses, ponies, donkeys, 
dogs, cats and goats, also turkeys, hens, 
canaries, rabbits, ducks and pet mice. The 
majority of the patients were cats and dogs 
From 30 to 40 cases are treated nightly, and 
the diseases include distemper, cancer, mange, 
eczema, pneumonia, fits, blindness, gastritis, 
tumours, abscesses and various internal com- 
laints. There are lethal chambers for the 
beanie and painless destruction of animals 
that cannot be cured. 
The report, which was adopted, ys 
‘tribute to the gratitude of people: whose 
animals had been treated. 
The disperisary is open two nights a week 
from 7 to 9 o'clock, and is in charge of 
' Captain Reavy, V.S., “assisted by the 
honorary secretary and a specially chosen 
staff. It is supported entirely by voluntary 
contributions, and the promoters have not 
even tried to collect big sums, but just 
enough to enable them to pay for drugs and 
rent. 
So great has been the increase in the 
work that there is urgent need for new and 
larger premises where sick animals may be 
kept overnight. For this ptirpose funds are 
needed, and an appeal is ais with all the 
more confidence because every farthing goes 
direct, to the service of the poor. There are 
no paid officials, the only outlay in this 
respect, being an expense’ fee to the veterinary 
surgeon, —-! E 
Miss Duggan, who occupied the chair, 
gpoke of the im nee of-the work from a 
humane point of view. 
ANIMALS’ NURSES. 
Miss wv ig ‘im “giving some particulars of 
cases treated, said that they hoped eventually 
to have animal nurses here. In London this 
was an extremety well-paid profession for 
women, and it would provide a new openi 
for girls in this country. These nurses wo 
treat animals at their homes under the 
guidance of @ veterinary surgeon. Their idea 
was to train girls for this occupation, so that 
poor and rich would have the benefit of their 
skill. . 
Dr. Hunt said that there was urgent need 
for a dispensary of this kind. Two dispen- 
saries existed, but there was work for a 
dozen, for the poor had no facilities for 
having their animals treated. The staff ‘had 
hitherto been carrying on their work under 
impossible conditions, and two things were 
now essential—{l1) larger premises; (2) more 
money.

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THE BUSINESS MAN OF 
TO-MORROW. 
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ADVANCE IN EFFICIENCY. 


Mr. George E. Smyth, O.B.E., gave an 
address on ‘* Business, and the Business Man 
of To-morrow,” at the weekly meeting of 
the Dublin Rotary Club in Clery's Restaurant 
yesterday. 

It might be said with safety, he said, 
that the past ningpeen sa had witnessed a 
greater advance in that contributed to 
business efficiency than had been seen in the 
previous nineteen centuries. _ Wireless, the 
aeroplane and the evolution of the motor 
were examples of that. __The inventor had 
shown how drudgery in business might be 
reduced to com ive ease, if not, actual 
enjoyment, by the use of machinery and of 
propelling powers not yet f understood. . 

‘he far-reaching effect, oí all these develop- 
ments on business, said Mr., Smyth; was not 
easily determined, but the results of a more 
intimate acquaintance with the practice and 
procedure of countries—no longer foreign or 
remote—was seen in our >» oF at 
least. testing, what. had made for success 
elsewhere. Thus we had German engineers 
teaching us to harness the Shannon so as $o 
give light and, power in the Saorstat ; Dutch- 
men setting “ pea e in fe eres as 
of sugar an ren ul up an 
organisation for se ey cleaning which 
would establish our fair city as-one of the 
cleanest in thé world. 

An enormously increased output, without 
any corresponding expenditure of time or 
labour, h greatly reduced manufacturers’ 
costs. in the, Inited States oí America. 
Standardisation has shown results little Jess 
wonderful. We were still but learners in this 
domain, and Labour (spelled with the capital) 
was not over friendly. | 

In the busing of buying and selling the 
growth of the;departmental store, imported 
from America, was, perhaps, the most re- 
markable. Nor: would the growth of those 
big corporations destroy individuality. There 
was ample room for initiative. In Tact, the 
several departments under central . control 
called for the eo gifts. 

There would always be more men fitted 
to serve than to direct and control; but 
there was a big intermediate class. who would 
render splendid service in a business organisa- 
tion built by others. Every big business 
needed more and bigger men than a multi- 
plicity of small independent concerns could 
ewer, (é require. 

The business man of to-morrow ro“: Wg be 
a man of broad vision, surveying world con- 
ditions, with a culture both deep and wide, 
springing from a liberal :education—a man 
of high ambition, commanding great influence, 
and yet a man of comparative leisure ready 
to serve with credit and distinction on the 
councils of his township, municipality or the 
nation.

ADVANTAGES OF THE NEW PROCESS. 
One advantage of ‘the new p over 
the old is that the flax seed will be saved 
from, the straw and not thrown into the 
flax retting holes as under the old method. 
[t is estimated that £12,000 worth of flax 
seed was thrown into the Northern flax holes 
this season attached to the flax straw, and 
this seed was lost. 
Millions of pounds sterling leave this 
country annually for flax which might. be 
grown in the country. In 1913, 84, tons 
of flax and 18,185 tons of tow were imported 
into the British Isles at a cost of £4,750,000. 
Last year 26,000 tons of flax and 4,607 tons 
of ‘tow were imported at a cost of over 
£5,800,000. There is at present a world 
shortage of flax, : 
The new process is calculated to lead to 
a greater production of flax at. home and a 
cheapening of the cost of linen.

The Schneider Cup... 

Yesterday a couple of young Englishmen 
attained the highést speed which ever has 
been reached by land, sea ór air; ° The 
race for the Schneider Cup—a’ prize 
founded fourteen years ago for inter- 
national contests between seaplanes—was 
held on the seaward side of the famous 
Lido at Venice. Two teams competed on 
this occasion. . Italy. was the holder, hav- 
ing won the Cup last year from the United 
States; and Great Britain, who had not 
been victorious since 1922, was the 
challenger. The course was a fiity- 
kilometre triangle, which was flown seven 
times—a total distance of 2174 miles. It 
included fourteen sharp and difficult 
turns, and was, therefore, a sévere test 
not only of the seaplanes’ speed, but of 
the pilots’ nerve and skill. The three 
Italian competitors used Macchi seaplanes, 
and the British team had two Supermarine 
Napiers and a Gloucester Napier. Italy's 
machines, according te an Italian critic, 
were more robust and, perhaps, less | 
finished; the British machines reduced 
weight and resistance tó “an extreme 
margin of solidity and equilibrium.’’ The 
result of the race was a notable success 
for British designers and for the 
personnel of the Royal Air Force. Flight- 
Lieutenant S. N, Webster.completed tke 
course at the terrific rate of 281} miles an 
hour, and won the Schneider Cup for 
Great Britain, Flight-Lieutenant O. E. 
Worsley was sécohd, with a speed of 273) 
miles an hour. Flight-Lieutenant S. M. 
Kinkead and the three Italian pilots—in- 
cluding Major de Bernardi, who won the 
Cup last. year in the United States—did 
not. finish the race,, , Sir Samuel Hoare, 


‘the Minister for Air, is.justly- proud of 


Great Britain’s‘triamph:in:a contest which 
has left thé domain ‘of private enterprise 
and has become an affair between Govern- 
ments. In 1923 the United States 
Government conquered with an ‘official 
team which was backed by all the nation’s 
vast resources of wealth and science, Last 
year the Italian Government's team re- 
captured the trophy for Burope with a new 
type of monoplane. Now the British | 
Government: has helped native genius to 
produce the Supermarine Napier mono- 
plane, and has trained the winning pilots. 
Italy is taking her defeat in the true 
spirit of sportsmanship, and, indeed, her 
place in the forefront of’ mechanical 
science is secufe. Her new ‘liner, the 
Saturnia, which has left Trieste for South 
America, is the largest motor ship in the 
world, " 

The first race for the Schneider Cup, 
in 1913, was won by.a French seaplane 
with a speed of forty miles an hour. Not 
until 1920 did the pace reach eighty 
miles; last year it was 246}, and now 
Flight-Lieutenant Webster has achieved 
2814 miles an hour. If we allow for his 
necessary decreases of speed at the 
fourteen acute turns on the Lido, we 
may believe that, on a straight course, 
he would have brought the “record” up 
to 200 miles—the distance between Dublin 
and London, as the crow flies. This speed 
may have been reached by Icarus (Lempriere 
is silent on the point), but certainly no 
other mortal has attained it until now, 
and not merely for our fathers, but for 
ourselves twenty years ago; it would have 
been incredible. Two questions will present 


themselves to the average mind: What | 
gain comes from the perpetual striving | 
after dizzier and still dizzier speeds ; and | 


when will the limit of human endurance 


be reached? The y,, to Ra ‘former er | 


question is that for st countries aerial 
skill is a condition of national security, 


and that constant and ever bolder experi-

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apan. The Japanese are not, like the 

Chinese, a people of highly original 

i They are improvers rather than 
creators. They seize upon modern in- 
dustrial science, and use it so well that 
their manufactures compete successfully 
with those of the western world. 
Rapidly, by doing the things that 
Europeans do, but doing them more 
cheaply, they gathered wealth and grew 
te be one of the great Powers. In the 
Asahi supplement we are shown the 
massive industrial buildings which have 
risen in Japan, highly scientific in their 
disposal of space and lighting, yet marked 
by artistic taste, as if they stood, not in 
Osaka and Kobe, but in Paris and Rome. 
We are shown the busy looms of that 
great cotton industry which has been 
built up in half a century, the fleets of 
big liners and trading ships which sail 
from Japanese ports to the ends of the 
earth, the motor omnibuses and aerial 
crait which serve the advanced traffic 
needs of a densely-populated land. In 
every picture, and in every report and 
every advertisement, there is evident an 
impetus of achievement. It is easy to 
see the grotesque side of Japanese aspira- 
tion, as in the claim that a journal 
‘is a living exponent of success and the 
fixing of one’s aim in life; so it is widely 
read among students.” It:is natural to 
smile at the adoption of a learned Ameri- 
can lady who permits herself to be photo- 
graphed in native attire, but with bobbed 
hair and horn spectacles, as a Buddhist 
nun, Behind the mild absurdities that 
arise from the impact of new ideas on an 
ancient civilisation, however, there is 
national pride. Japan has made the new 
world her own: she has created a 
Japanese twentieth century. She adapts 
her own fashions to the new age. Her 
films depict the heroic deeds of Samurai, 
and her women, walking in modern parks, 
lift paper umbrellas against the falling 
snow. 

Japan’s problem of finding employment 
and “sustenance for an overcrowded 
population contrasts “¢éuriously with 
Ireland’s problem of inducing her people 
not to fly from her rich, but an‘lled, 
fields. Japan, racked by earthquake, 


poor of. soil, is a land. of hope. Ireland, 


fertile. and set advantageously between 
the’chief trade réutes- of the Atlantic, is 
a land of something like despair. What 


would the Japanese make of our island if’ 


it were theirs? Between the two peoples, 
the Japanese and the Irish races, there 


jis all the differenee. that. is signified by 


the: titles oí, Fast “And West; . The 
advantage ought all to be on the Irish 
side. If Japan grows while Ireland 
dwindles, some rankling defect in the 
Irish spirit must be the fault. Perhaps, 
Japan’s secret advantage is not so much 
that she has. confidence in herself as that 
she has the desire to. succeed. There 
seems to be no notion in that land of 
feudalism and age-long breeding that 
commerce is necessarily a gross pursuit. 
There is no shrinking from material ex- 
pansion and mechanical progress—condi- 
tions of national survival in the present 
age—as from things inimical to the spirit. 
Young. Japan scales the. air in flying 
craft, sends electrical vehicles running 
under the shadow of pagodas, and adopts 
scientific plans for the rebuilding of cities 
that will be the scene of oriental pomps ; 
and it finds nothing incongruous in the 
acceptance by an old nation of a new 
age. Ireland, jealous to preserve her 
traditions, has tended to take the whole 
modern world for her enemy. The 
example of Japan ought to. teach her 
that, without progress, there can be no 
conservation, but only death. Like 
Japan, she ought to throw her energies 
into the adventurous conquest of the 
future. |

Modern Turkey. 


The “‘ westernisation” of Turkey, which 
has proceeded so rapidly since the 
Great War, is a refutation of the theory, 
sometimes expressed, that European modes 
of thought are decrepit and have not their 
former influence on the world. Turkey 
was confronted with the choice to keep 
her eastern habits, and remain apart in 
squalid isolation, or to have a western 
State with western connections. She has 
decided to link her fortunes, in economic 
and cultural affairs, with the West. Some 
features of the transition stage are noted 
by a correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian, who remarks that the decision 
is fundamental, because it is based on a 
shrewd appreciation of the . difficulties 


which any country will encounter in seek- | 


ing to be entirely “self-contained.” 
Turkish merchants were .not satisfied to 
be out of touch: with western methods, 
markets and organisation. As a Turk 
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. Times, says. 
man . w. had driven, at first a coach, 
afterwards an omnibus, in the streets of 


| London for sixty years, but never had been 


south of the Thames. Such examples soon 
will become very rare. In the remote 
country districts of Ireland there are 
elderly men and women to whom the next 
parish is a strange world, but horizons 
ate extending and the motor ‘bus is 
abroad in the land. Even yet a con- 
tinental journey from Ireland seems an 
unduly adventurous undertaking to many, 
who, perhaps, are daunted by a double 
crossing. Matthew Arnold inquired plain- 
tively, when the steam engine was con- 
sidered to be the summit of human 
progress: what is the use of bringing a 
man whose life is dismal and illiberal in 
one place to a dismal and illiberal life in 
another? The mere desire for fresh woods, 
however, is some proof of enlightenment. 
A foreign tour cannot fail to instil some 
humility and a truer sense of values into 
the darkest minds. The fact that so 
many people are reading books of travel 
suggests a real interest in countries which 
they have visited or hope to visit. They 
are moved, no doubt, to compare their 
own impressions with those of more ex- 
perienced travellers, and are not satisfied 
merely to have “been there.”

John P. Holland was the inventor, and his 
reputed financial ba were ‘the trustees 


Fund—an Irish society at that time very 
active in New York, and in high hopes tá 
rupture ween America and Great Britain 
as a result of the Alabama claims controversy, 
then dominating the pie .. There 
seems to be little doubt that purpose of 
the Fenian organisation, in the event of an 
Anglo-American war, was- to have - the 
“Fenian Rat” used against “the. British 
Fleet protecting the Irish coast, to help to 
open up a gap for the landing of troops in 
Ireland. owever,jarbitration, resulting in 
the payment of a sum of money in settlement 
of the Alabama ciaims, precluded the pos- 
sibility of war between the two nations, and 
fo the Fenians to abandon their im- 
mediate plans. 


EARLY SUBMARINES. 

Holland. himself was an _ Irishman—an 
inventor of the hard-working, persevering and 
unrewarded type beloved by fiction writers. 
Born near Liscannor, Co. Clare, in 1841, he 
ractised as a teacher in various Christian 
rothers’ schools in the South of Ireland 
until his departure for America in 1872, where 
he continued his teaching in a New Jersey 
school. A personal friend and contemporary 
submarine inventor, Mr. Simon Lake, credits 
the initial cause of Holland’s sudden defection 
from the teaching profession to the reading of 
an account of the historic battle between the 
world’s first two ironclads, the ‘‘ Merrimac ’’ 
and the “ Monitor.’’ in 1862, during the 
American Civil War. 

Holland reached the conclusion that the 
only feasible method to employ in attack and 
defence against ironclad vessels, armed with 


vessel ca of making an invisible approach 
to a position near enough to make the use of 
a torpedo effective. Up to that time but few 
practicable designs of under-sea craft had 
appeared, and when Holland had elaborated 
his design on paper, he foand great difficulty 
in securing serious consideration for it: The 
Fenian organisation came forward, however, 
with the necessary funds, and in 1879 he 
launched his first ¢ffort--the .“‘ Holland [.”’ 
The boat was a failure. It proved unmanage- 
able, cumbersome and unsafe, but nevertheless 
helped its inventor to secure valuable data. 


“ FENIAN RAM."’ 

April, 1881, saw the launching of the 
“ Holland .II.,’’ or “ Fenian Ram, now the 
sole survivor of the reputed ‘Irish Navy’’ 
of the ‘eighties—if such a navy ever really 
existed. Cigar-shaped in form, and almost 
perm symmetrical. in outline, “ Holland 

.”’ is about thirty-one feet long, six feet in 
diameter, and weighs approximately nineteen 
tons. A small conning tower, raised about ten 
inches from the shell, and provided with glass 
window look-outs, is placed amidships, with 
the helmsman’s seat immediately. beneath the 
centre of the hatch-cover. The periscope had 
no. at that time, of course, been pérfected; 
and Holland’s early experiments led him to 
the conclusion that to steer a submarine 
along a straight, predetermined course, while 
completely submerged, would prove to be a 
very serious problem: : For motive power, 
the’ ‘‘ Fenian Ram ' was equipped with a 
15-h.p. oil engine, but the installation seems 
to have been far removed from an un- 
ualified success. At that time engines of 
the internal combustion type were in their 
infancy. Also, the engine was required to 
work in a depth of at least ten feet, and 
would encounter considerable back-pressure 
when expelling its exhaust gases. 

The inventor's first experiment with his 
vessel was rather dramatic, With one com- 
panion, he entered the boat, -closed down 
the hatch, and opened the valves leading to 
the water-tanks. Slowly the boat sank out 
of sight of the onlookers, the majority of 
whom never expected to see it rise to the 
surface again. Holland and his companion 
rested on the bottom of the dock, submerged, 
for about an hour, and then, admitting com- 
pressed air to the ballast tanks to expel the 
water, reached the surface again amid the 
cheers of the crowd. the next trial, 
Holland ran the engine and took the boat 
into the open harbour under its own power. 
There he dived end ran, completely sub- 
merged, for about five minutes before com- 
ing to the surface again. Later he carried 
out more extensive trials, and once was suc- 
cessful in reaching a depth of sixty feet, 
resting on the -ocean bed, and remaining 
there for some time. 


A WONDERFUL ESCAPE. 

Details are meagre of the conclusions 
arrived at by Holland as a result of these 
trials, but it seems to be fairly certain that 
he attained a fair measure of progress 
towards a solution of the problem of main- 
taining longitadinal stability while the vessel 
was submerged. This was one of the biggest 
problems that the submarine designers. of 
that time had to face. It should be remem- 
bered that the use of the gyro compass, as 
a means of keeping the boat..on an even keel, 
was at that time entirely unknown. Hence 
the mere washing to and fro of the water 
s, or the changing of posi- 
tion of any of the members of the crew, was 
quite sufficient to put the submarine stand- 
int; on her nose, cr resting on her tail. 
Nordenfeldt, a Swedish submarine designer 
and contemporary of Holland, built an 
under-sea boat that represented quite an ad- 
vance in submarine construction, but for this 
one drawback. 

On one occasion Holland’s engineer, 
Richards, was taking the vessel down the 
harbour alone, running with the hatch-cover 
opened. Even when running fairly light, 
the vessel’s degree of buoyancy was so low 
as to permit very little of the superstructure 
to remain above the water. On this occa- 
sion, when ‘‘ Holland II,’’ caught the wash 
from a passing peas steamer, the water 
poured in through’ her ‘open conning tower, 
sinking her almost immediately. Richards, 
steering the vessel in the helmsman’s seat 
immediately under the open hatch, was mira- 
culously saved by the rush of. air displaced 
by the incoming water,. which fairly blew 
him through the open conning tower to 
safety. : 


HER LAST BERTH. 

It cost the vessel's backers something like 
£600 to yay her and repair the damage 
resultant on this unintentional ewes 
and this fact, coupled with the disa : 
ance of the war clouds on the Anglo-Ameri- 
can horizon, sufficed to discourage the 
Fenians. The end is obscure, Without the 
consent of Holland, who appears to have held 
only a very nominal share in the vessel after 
she was built, she was taken one day from 
her New York berth and brought to New 
Haven, about seventy miles away. There she 
was consigned to oblivion in a wood-shed,

The race, in 
fact, now has become a concern for States 
with all the resources of men. material 
and money they can command, It is the 
first time that Great Britain has been 
represented by Service men, although the 
United States and Italy in the previous 
races used Service pilots. 


Trans-Atlantic Air Mails. 


The Latecoere Air Company has secured 
the monopoly for French trans-Atlantic 
aerial mail services, and has been promised 
a subsidy for the carriage in the air of 
mails and passengers between France and 
South America. The Latecoere Line to 
Morocco already is in existence, and not 
long age was extended to Dakar; but the 
suggested extension across the Atlantic 
fo South America seems to call for some- 
thing vastly superior in the shape of air- 
craft than anything visible at present.

“In the near future I shall probably 
consult you on the subject of a leaving 
examination from the central schools,. and 
the connection between such examinations 
and employment afterwards.
